Bank Submits List of Notes 


Held hy His Bank as Collat- 
eral. 


SALMON OVERDRAFTS 
AMOUNTED TO $196,000 


Total, Cox Says, Was $4000 
Less Than Capital Stock of 
His Bank and Nearly Four 
Times That of Salmon.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 4.—Mr. 
Cox, accompanied by his attorney, Kb. B. 
Holmes, appeared at 1:40 for examina- 
tion in the damage suit of former Sec- 
retary of State Sam 3B. Cook against the 
St. Louis oPst-Dispatch, He submitted 
at the request of Gen. Crow the list of 
notes which his son took to Clinton for 
collection, and also a list of the notes 
held by his bank collateral other 
than those sent to Clinton. 

Mr. (ox next submitted the monthly 
balances and statements exchanged be- 
tween the two banks for the past six 
years, Hic was then asked to give the 
exact amount collateral held by the 
Kansas City State Bank at the date 
of the execusion of the notes in De- 
cember, 1904, 


COX TESTIFIES TO 
CREDIT GIVEN SALMON, 


Mr. Cox testified a week ago in regard 
to the relations existing between his 
bank and the Clinton concérn and he 
Was recalled today to shed additional 
light on certain transactions, the de- 
tails of which, he said, he could not 
recall without reference to the books of 
the Kansas City State bank. 

In the course of his previous examina- 
tion, Mr. Cox candidly asserted that 
at the time it closed its doors, June 20, 
1905, the Salmon & Salmon bank owed 
his bank $135,000. ‘The Salmon & Salmon 
bank was capitalized at $50,000, 

Of unusual interest to bankers and 
financiers generally were Mr. Cox's ad- 
missions relative to the extraordinary 
credit which the Clinton institution re- 
ceived from his bank. In the carly 
part of December, 194, Mr. Cox testi- 
fied, the total overdrafts of the Salmon 
& Salmon Bank on the Kansas City 
State Bank amounted to $196,000, or just 
$4000 less than the entire capital stock 
of the Kansas City State Bank, ard 
nearly four times the capital of the 
Salmon & Salmon Bank. 

They were such that he felt impelled 
to reach out for more collateral. but 
in secking to relieve the situation Mr. 
Cox testified he incurred further finun- 
cit] responsibilities. 

At the time of his death George M, 
(‘asey of Clinton, father of Thomas M, 
Casey, manager of the Saimon & Salmon 
Dank, was indebted to the. Western Ex- 
change Bank of Kansas City to the sun 
of $80,000. As security the Exchange 
Rank held collateral in the shape of 141 


bonds of the face value of $1000 each of 
the Tebo Land and Cattle Co. 

The stock of 
tie Co. was given as collateral by Casey 
for loans male to him by the Salmon & 
Salmon bank. ‘The Tebo Land and Cat- 
tle Co, paki. to the Exchange Bank 
$140,000; Jeaving a net obligation there in 
the bonds of &66,000. 


Bought Tebo Cattle Bonds. 

Mr Cox testified hs bought the Tebo 
Cattle Co. bonds for $127,000, or 
fh) cents on the dollar, their total valua- 
tion being estimated at $141,000, Having 
paid Kansas C.tyv State Bank $65,u0u, Mr, 
(ax says, he credited the Salmon & Sal- 
mon Bank on the books of his bank 
with $61,000. This was the equity of 
Salmon & Salmon by reason of the stoc, 
which they held as collateral in the Te- 
bo Cattle Co. 

After deducting this $61,000 froin the 
total obligation of $196.000, the Salmon 
& Salmon Bank still owed the Kansas 
City Bank $135,000.

OR SHIPMAl 


Seven Remain on Steamer Se- 
vonia, Wrecked in Storm on 
Lake Superior, While Rest 
of Crew Man Boats.

FOUR WOMEN IN PARTY 
THAT REACHES SHORE, 


Tug Goes to Assistance of Ship 
Hammered in Two on Reef 
and Finds Only Spars Float- 
ing, 


BAYFIELD, Wis., Sept. 4.—Eleven of 
the crew of the steamer Sevonia were 
drowned by the wreck of the steel 
steamer on Sand Island reef on Lake 
Superior late Friday night. Eleven oth- 
ers were rescued, including the remain- 
der of the crew and four women. The 
story of the disaster is as thrilling a tale 
of shipwreck on the great lakes as has 
ever Leen told. Seven of the dead of- 
fered their lives as a sacrifice for the 
rest of the 22 on board the ill-fated 
ship. 

Of those for whom they gave their 
lives four dead. The rest reached 
shore after a night of buffeting by the 
weves in an open boat, and a trip of 
more than 24 hours, cutting a road 
through the wiiderness of Northern Wis- 
consin.

Sand Island is in the center of a patch 


of dangerous reefs. One and a half 
miles east of the light on the island is 
the Sand Island reef. The storm was 
so severe that the lookout did not see 
the Raspberry Island light. When the 
Sand Island lighthouse was sighted it 
was too late. Capt. McDonald tried to 
put about and get out of the apparent 
danger, but the storm was Sweeping 
him on the reefs. 

When the vessel finally struck, a great 
hele was tern in the bow and 
only half an hour after the wreck the 
pounding of the waves had hammered 
,; the ship in two. The vessel broke just 
;aft of the fourth hateh When the 
shock came the Captain found that 
‘there was no chance for all to try and 
reach shore and called for volunteers 
j}to stay on the ship. More than ha 
'of the crew volunteered, while the rest 
i tried te reach shore and call for help 
for those who were to remain on the 
wreck. 

Finally the Captain, the two mates 
and four others, sailors who were under 
no obligation to stand by a sinking ship 
were selected to risk their lives for 
the safety of the rest. !

To save the lives of two women and 
three | children, Chauffeur Emmett 
Evans, driving the older of the two 
police automobiles used to chase autd 

rehers, dcHherately. wrecked the -mna: 
chine at Whittier street and Washing- 
ton, boulevard. 

Patrolmen James Cooney and William 
Stinger of Mounted District Station 
‘were in the police auto with Evans 
when the machine, running 40 miles an 
hour, was intentionally swerved against 
ithe east curb of Whittier street, throw- 
‘ing the three men out. All were stunnea 
by the fall, which endangered their 
lives. 

The police auto was in pursuit late 
Saturday night of a scopehing auto- 
mobile which had first been seen at the 
Blair statue in Forest Park. 

The police “skidoodle wagon” gave hot 
chase when the chauffeur refused at 
the call of the police to slacken speed. 

As soon as he saw the police auto was 
in pursuit, the scorcher put his machine 
to its swiftest speed. He went north 
on King’s highway to Washington 
boulevard, the police time regulator in- 
dicating that his machine was making 
87 miles an hour, and, turning east on 
Washington boulevard, kept to a 
straight line, regardless of danger to 
others.

PORTSMOUTH, Sent. 4.—The ‘“lreaty 


of Portsmouth” probably will be signed | 


at 5 o'clock this afternoon. 

It is all ready for the envoys of Rus- 
sia and Japan to attach their names. 

The only thing delaying an immediate 
signature is the approval and signing 
of the minutes of the historic meeting 
of Aug. 29, when the envoys reached 
‘“‘accord,”’ 

These minutes were not made up 
for the consideration and signa- 
ture of M. Witte and Baron Komura 
until this morning. At 11 o'clock M. 
Piancon of the Russian suite took the 
completed draft to the Japanese apart- 
ments. 

They are now under consideration. 

If they are approved as they stand 
the treaty will be signed this afternoon; 
if not, then tomorrow morning. 

Both sides regard the official record 
of the sitting of Aug. 29 as of first 'm- 
nortance: Se en eee ee 

The agreement then was reached in se- 
cret, but subsequently there was a ‘“‘pub- 
lic rehearsal’ in the presence of the sec- 
retaries, at which the record was made, 
the Japanese offering their comprom- 
ises, meeting with refusal and finally 
accepting the “ultimatum of Czar’’—no 
indemnity and the division of Sakhalin. 

The Japanese, at 10:40 a. m., said that 
if the treaty is not signed this after- 
noon the delay will be due to the Rus- 
sians, as their copies of the treaty and 
protocol were ready and Baron Komura 
had the necessary authority to sign. 

“We are ready,” said Mr. Dennison, 
‘and we expect to sign the treaty this 
afternoon, although the hour has not 
been fixed.”’ 

The Japanese say they have no in- 
formation of the reported revolutionary 
outbreak in Japan.

Formosa, is slow, but cables have been 
received dated today.

But the men who procured Mr. Loomis 
hist office plainly intimated that he was 
their agent, if not their partner, in 
Venezuela schemes. 

“Mr, Loomis has had the ‘bright fu- 
iure’ which Radcliffe foresaw in 1897.

Blaze in Kitchen of Cabanne 
School Fills Sleeping Apart- 
ments With Smoke. 


AROUSED BY THE FLAMES 


Sister Who Discovers Fire 


Rings Alarm Bell and 
Awakens Others. 


Seventy-four Bisters of the Visitation 
Convent, Cabanne and Belt avenues, 
were aroused and badly frightened by a 
fire that damaged the handsome convent 
building to the extent of $3000 early 
Monday morning. It being the vacation 
period, there were no children in the 
building. 

The fire originated 
fined to the culinary department. Its 
origin in the vegetable room of the 
basement, where there was nothing in- 
flammable, the Sisters say, is a mys- 
tery. 

One of the Sisters, 
on the second floor 
was awakened, she says, by a sound 
which she thought was made by a 
mouse. Listening to the creaking noise, 
she realized that it was fire and went 
to the window. Before she reached the 
window, however, she knew that her 
room was filled with smoke. Looking 
down, she saw smoke pouring from 
the pantry window and flames creeping 
around the edges. 

Running into the hall to give the 
alarm, she found smoke coming from 
the elevator shaft and permeating the 
entire floor. She rang the convent bell, 
hurriedly, sending clanging notes 
through the corridors of the building in 
a manner that the convent had never 
known before, 


Sisters Alarmed by Bell. 

Almost panic-stricken by the wild 
noise of the bell, the sisters throughout 
the building came running into the halls 
to learn the cause. When it was found, 
on examination, that the fire was all 
in the one corner of the institution, the 
scare subsided, though the sisters say 
they were very thankful that the build- 
ing was not filled with the great num- 
ber of children that will be there with: 
in a few wetks. 

In the east wing of the building ten 
children slept, but these, the sisters 
gay, were not even awakened. 

Firemen fought with the flames for 
more than a half hour before certain 
that they were in control. A second 
alarm was sent in when the possibility 
of a great fire was seen by the first 
arrivals, and a horde of firemen were 
angaged in preventing the spread of the 
flames. 

The damage was almost all in the 
basement and the pantry. Smoke and 
water helped run the total of damages 
up to $00, by the estimate of the sister 


in charge. 
Before the men were through fight- 


ing the fire, but when it was seen that 
little more was to be done, the sisters 
of the convent began preparing breakfast 
for them.

SUNDAY HIGHBALLS 


FAST SIDE HORSES AT CREVE COEUR 


One With Case of Glanders Will 
Be Shot and Stable 
Burned. 


Dr. King, Assistant Illinois State Vet- 
erinarian, stationed at the East 5t. 
Louis stockyards, Monday placed in 
quarantine a case of glanders—a disease 
of horses resembling and dreaded as 
much as yellow fever among men. 


Louis Osborn, 120 Russeil avenue, is 
owner of the horse. The animal will be 
shot Mcnday evening, the stable in 
which it was kept and adjoining build- 
ings burned. 

The quarantine placed by Dr. King ex- 
tends to all horses in the neighborhood. 

The fact that the horse was afflicted 
with gldniders was first observed by a 
neighbor of Osborn. He reported it to 
the police, who in turn notified Dr. King. 
The latter's examination removed ail 
doubt of the animal's malady. 

Osborn says that he bought the horse 
three weeks ago from the South End Ice 
Ce. He thought it had distentper, he 
says, and attempted to cure it. He was 
never aware of the seriousness of thie 
horse's sickness, he says. 

It is said to be the first case of gland- 
ers reported In East St. Louis in many 
years.

GUHRIE, O. T., Sept. 2—Tom Jordan, 
@ heretofore prominent cattlieman of 
the Cherokee Indian nation, is a bank 
robber, Made desperate, as he Claims, 
through the machinations of the Beef 
Trust in forcing down the price of 
cattle, he was in turn forced to break 
the law at Collinsville, 1. T., to se- 
cure money Which he claims was right- 
fully his. 

For a number of years Jordan con- 
trolled a considerable amount of In- 
dian land in the Cherokee and Osage 
Indian nations, held under lease from 
the Interlor Department. The low price 
of cattle in recent years forced him 
to secure loans on which to carry on 
his business, and in this manner he 
became involved financially. During the 
past spring and early summer he has 
heen pesturing a large herd of cattle 
on his ranch near Collinsville. Some of 
the cattle belonged to him and others, 
it is claimed, to a Texas cattleman 
named Gatewood. 

Soon after July 1 of this year Jordan 

shipped 30 carloads of cattle from his 
ranch to Kansas City and sold them. 
Then he disappeared, leaving many 
creditors. Practically no effort was 
made to locate him, and the people of 
Coilinsville were surprised several days 
ago when he reappeared in their midst. 
immediately it was circulated that he 
had made good to all his creditors and 
would remain in, that locality. 
. Such, however, was not his intention. 
-\fter the sale of the cattle in Kansas 
City something like $1600 of the money 
received from that had been held up 
by the commission house, but later for- 
warded to the First National Bank of 
Collinsville, to be retained pending a 
settlement of ownership, ’

Putting Butts in ahead of him, Jor- 
dan pulled his revolver and made him 
gO behind the railing, where he covered 
Cashier Colburn and told him he wanted 
the $1400 belonging to him. Colburn. of 
course, demurred, but quickly changed 
his mind when Jordan threatened to kil! 
him unless he gave up the money. 

In order to hasten matters Jordan 
told Colburn to give him what money 
there was in sight, and if it was more 
than the $1.v0, then he would return the 
Surplus to the bank, as e only wanted 
the money belonging to him. No effort 
was again made to arrest him as he 
rode away with the funds. He went 
toward his ranch on Bird Creek. Later 
in the evening a man by the name of 
Showers entered the bank and informed 
Colburn that he had met Jordan on the 
highway and.that the latter sent back 
word to the bank that he wag stil! $400 
ehort. -The cashier is now wondering 
if Jordan intends to return for the $400. 

Afater Jordan's escape became known 
the bank officials reported the robbery 
to the authorities, who at once began a 
search for him. 

After Jordan’s first flight it was an- 
nounced he left numerous creditors, 
among them being the Indewendence 
Bank of Independence, Kan., for : 
the Lawrence County Bank of Peirce 
City, Mo., for $5000, and Gatewood, the 
Texas cattleman, for $15,000. 

United States Constable John M. Tay- 
lor, who made a search of the Jordan 
ranch.after the cattleman’s urst flight.

However that may be, it is at least 
safe to say that Mr. Mantell is doing 
some very fine acting, though perhaps 
it does not measure up to the superla- 
tive great. Great is a big word upon 
the stage. In spite of much abuse, it 
retains unsullied distinction which gives 
it first place among all the qualifying 
adjectives which measure the quality 
of acting. As we only get at these 
things by comparison, it is permissible 
to compare Mr. Mantell’s Richard ag he 
played jt at the Olympic Theater last 
night, with that of Richard Mansfield, 
who played the same character here 
less than a year ago. As between Mans- 
field and Mantel] there is not much 
choice. What there is seems to be in 
favor of Mansfield. He has a psychic 
strength which was not observable of 
Mr. Mantell last night. As an illustra- 
tion of the difference in the men, let 
us take the scene in which Gloster 
gives the order for the exeeution of the 
young princes and his subsequent re- 
eeipt of the news that they aré dead. 
Manteil does not make this so terrible 
to his audience, by suggestion, as 
Mansfield does it. And that is a great 
consideration in acting. 

Upon the other hand, few players 
possess any such coign of vantage over 
their contemporaries as Mantel] enjoys 
in his fine voice. It is a vibrant and 
musical organ, pleasing to the ear and 
enlightening to the text. He has, too, 
a superb figure, the graces of which 
are too pronounced to be wholly de- 
stroyed by his make-up as _ Richard, 
whom dissembling nature cheated of 
form. Mantell’s, Richard is a more 
sinister, low-browed, brutal Richard 
than that of Mansfield, with less of the 
kingly quality. Neither of them pic- 
tures the man 80 terribly as John Blair 
did in Virginia Harned’s “The Lady 
Shore."’ There was Richard himself 
again, indeed. 

There cannot be any doubt that Mr. 
Mantell has arrived. His careful and 
inspirited work, the pretentiousness of 
his production and the size of his au- 
dience all proved that. It was a top- 
heavy audience, but surprisingly nu- 
merous, considering the unclassical 
tastes of most Sunday night audiences. 
It will be bigger tonight. The possibi!- 
ities of the fight upon Bosworth Field 
were not appreciated until William A. 
Brady appeared upon that bloody 
ground as tife invisible protagonist. 
This is the same Brady that put on the 
coat-ripping scene in “The Pit.” The 
Mantell support is big and helpful. 
Harry Leighton, as Richmond, is no- 
ticeable among the men for his good 
reading. Miss Marie Booth Russell, 
leading lady, is an ornament. She is 
also a pleasing actress, but with lim- 
itations in voice and spirit. Miss Emily 
Dodd, who plays Queen Elizabeth, is to 
be commended for excellent work.

GUHRIE, O. T., Sept. 2.—Tom Jordan, 
@ heretofore prominent cattleman of 
the Cherokee Indian nation, is a bank 
robber. Made desperate, as he claims, 
through the machinations of the Beef 
Trust in forcing down the price of 
cattle, he was in turn forced to break 
the law at Collinsville, I. T., to se- 
cure money which he claims was right- 
fully his. ; 

For a number of years Jordan con- 
trolied a considerable amount of In- 
dian land in the Cherokee and Osage 
Indian nations, held under lease from 
the Interior Department. The low price 
of cattle in recent years forced him 
to secure loans on which to carry on 
his business, and in this manner he 


became involved financially. During the 


past spring and early summer he has 


heen pesturing a large herd of cattle 
on his ranch near se ag Some of 


the cattle belonged to h and others, 
it is claimed, to a Texad cattleman 
named Gatewood. 

Soon after July 1 of this year Jordan 


shipped 30 carloads of cattle from his 


ranch to Kansas City and sold them. 
then he disappeared, leaving many 
creditors. Practically no effort was 
made to locate him, and the people of 
Collinsville mere surprised several days 


ago when he reappeared in their midst. 


immediately it was circulated that he 
had made good to all his creditors and 
would remain in, that locality. 
Such, however, was not his intention. 
-\fter the sale of the cattle in Kansas 
City something like $1600 of the money 
received from that had been held up 
by the commission house, but later for- 
warded to the First National Bank of 
Collinsville, to be retained pending a

In order to hasten matters Jordan 
told Colburn to give him what money 
there was in sight, and if it was more 
than the $1.0, then he would return the 
Surplus to the bank, as e only wanted 
the money belonging to him. No effort 
was again made to arrest him as he 
rode away with the funds. He went 
toward his ranch on Bird Creek. Later 
in the evening a man by the name of 
Showers entered the bank and informed 
Colburn that he had met Jordan on the 
highway and.that the latter sent back 
word to the bank that he wag stil! $400 
short. The cashier is now wondering 
if Jordan intends to return for the $400. 

Afater Jordan's escape became known 
the bank officials reported the robbery 
to the authorities, who at once began a 
search for him. 

After Jordan’s first flight it was an- 
nounced he left numerous. creditors, 
among them being the Indevendence 
Bank of Independence, Kan., for $5000; 
the Lawrence County Bank of Peirce 
City, Mo., for $5000, and Gatewood, the 
Texas cattlieman, for $15,000. 

United States Constable John M. Tay- 
lor, who made.a search of the Jordan 
ranch after the cattleman’s urst flight, 
reported but 19 head of horses left on 
the ranch.

Holiday Crowd on Marine Pa- 
rade in Barcelona Panic 
Stricken—W oman Killed. 


TEN SLAIN IN A RIOT 


Socialists Fire Upon Reservists 
From House in Libau 
—Fifty Wounded. 


BARCELONA, Sept. 4—While the 
marine parade was thronged with holi- 
day crowds, a bomb was exploded. 
Nearly 60 persons were injured. A 


woman was killed and five persons 
fatally injured. 

The perpetrator of the outrage is 
unknown. One witness says that a child 
was seen to leave the bomb at the 
foot of a tree, while another states 
that a man who placed it was injured 
by its nremature explosion. 

After the explosion Panama hats, par- 
sols and wearing apparel were found 
strewn about, and here and there were 
pools of blood. 

The detonation was heard throughout 
the city, and the force of the explosion 
threw a coachman from the seat of his 
carriage 50 yards away. The bomb 
was filled with nails and scrap iron. 

A workman, while running away from 
the scene, was pursued by a mob, 
which believed him to be responsible 
for the outrage, and, being caught, was 
neariy lynched. The man was taken 
to a hosvital, where he denied he had 
exploded the bomb. 


TEN KILLED IN RIOT 
OF SOCIALISTS AT LIBAU. 


LIBAU, Sept. 4.—Socialistic rioting 
marked the departure of the reservists 
Saturday night. Ten persons were 
killed and 50 wounded. 

The agitators fired from a house upon 
the military, who replied with a volley. 
The cavalry then charged, using their 
sabers on the crowd. A detachment of 
troops stormed the house from which 
the shots were fired. One policeman 
was killed and several soldiers were 
wounded. 

Twenty-one wounded persons 
taken to the hospital.
